NOTE: (a)Tlie amendment of claims 44 and 56 change the scope fo the claims, which would require further search and 
consideration. 

(b) The claims contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled In 
the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. Claims 44 and 56 have 
been amended to recite limitations on the first heat treatment of "to an end temperature of at least 350oC" (for A) and "to an end 
temperature of at least about 120oC" (for B). The Applicant's specification has only provided support for temperature ranges (for A) of up to 
about 400 (which is interpretted as inclusive of all temperatures 400 and below), and provided one example at 350oC. There is inadequate 
support to exclude temperature below 350. The Applicant's specification has only provided support for temperature ranges (for B) of up to 
about 500C, and up to about 200C, and up to about 120C (which is interpretted as inclusive of all temperatures at these temperature and 
below), and provided one example at 120oC.
